781, of the
revised statutes, is hereby amended so as to read as
follows: Attending any court of record with a pris-
oner, one dollar and fifty cents per day, besides actaal
aod necessary expenses. Attending sny maunicipal,
police or justice court, as officer with a prisoner,
seventy five cents for each half dsy beaides actual and
necessary expenses.

CHAPTER 177.

AN ACT to amend chapter 19 of the revised statates, in relae
tion to the superintendent of public property.
The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTION 1. The superintendent of public property
shall, in addition to the duties now imposed on him by
law, anuually, on the thirty-first day of December in
each year, make report to the governor, of all the af-
fairs pertainiug to bis office, which report shall embra.oe
in separate items the following:

Ioventorytobe 1. An inventory, together with the value thereof, of

all stationery and other articles of personal property
belonging to the state, and in his hands at the close of
the preceding year.

2. An inveotory of all stationery and other amclen
of personal property and the cost thereof purchased by
him for the state during the year.

8. The whole amount of such stationery and prop-
erty comiog into his hands during the year.

4. The amounts, in separate items, furnished to the
several state officers, the courts, the legislatare and the
several state inatitutions, durmg the year.

5. The total amount so furnished and distributed.

6. The balsnce on hand at the close of the year and
an inventory thereof.

make and file in the office of the secretary of state a
duplicate of said report, and such secretary of state
shall cause the same or a summary to be published in
connection with the annual report of his office.
